SIR: 

In response to the Restriction requirement of December 21, 2005, Applicants elect, 
with traverse, the invention of Group I, Claims 1-9. 

Applicants traverse the outstanding Restriction requirement on the grounds that it has 
not been established that it be an undue burden to examine each of the noted inventions and 
claims together.
